Hottest Day of 1926, 
Cool Winds Keep Out-of- 
Doors Pleasant. 


Despite an official mercury reading 
of 98 at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
the highest temperature of the pres- 
ent year, Atlanta did not suffer from 
the heat on Tuesday because of a 
cooling breeze that made it pleasant 
out-of-doors. 

Continued fair and warm weather 
is predicted for Wednesday by C. F. 
von Herrmann, local meterologist, 
who also stated that anotber such day 
as ‘Tuesday is expected. for. today.

76 and 98. Thege is no rain in sight: 
for at least 48 hours, it was stated. 
Starting at 6 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, the official local weather ther- 
mometer began its upward march 
with 76 ‘degreés.” It climbed by leaps 
and bounds, and by 7 o'clock an 80 
degree mark was reached.

With 31 deaths from heat re- 
ported to noon Tuesday through- 
out the north and west, and not one 
in the south, there is another rea- 
son for the unprecedented migra- 
tion to the southeastern states. It 
is the complete absence of humidity 
that attends heat waves in other sec- 
tions and depresses the heart and 
often produces death. This ab- 
sence of humidity leaves. it com- 
fortable, under the highest of ther- 
mometer fegistrations, particularly 
in the shade. There is usually a 
refreshing breeze under the most 
intense heat conditions, whereas in 
the sections in which humidity pre- 


vails most, whole cities and com- | 


munities seem to sink into breath- 
less pockets, leaving everybody 
struggling for fresh and invigorating 
air. | 

Not only do we have .no, heat 
prostrations in this section, but 
when the same sections in which 
people are dying today by the score 
from heat are undergoing their

Sen- 
ator Borah expressed agreement with 
the critics as did Senator Reed, Mis- 
souri, democrat, a few days ago. 

Sentiment is developing among sen- 
ators to a degree which indicates that 
the French debt funding agreement 
will have a difficult time in the sen- 
ate next winter if it is not nullified 
in the meantime by France herself 
on the ground that it is too severe. 
Some of the other settlements also 
probably would be jeopardized by the 
senate except for the fact that they 
already have been ratified. 

Today's outburst was provoked by 
Secretary Mellon's statement a few 
days ago that “in effect, America has 
cancelled the obligations of France for 
all advances during the war,” and 
that in the case of Italy the debt 
agreement has a present value of 
$426,000.000 against post-armistice 
loans of $800,000,000 including in- 
terest. 

“Recent letters and explanations of 
Mr. Mellon about the debt settlements 
are amazing, though illuminating,” 
Johnson said. They demonstrate 
that one story was told to the Ameri- 
can people and an entirely diffegent 
story is now told to Burope. 

“When the settlements were pend- 
ing before congress it was vigorously 
and aggressively asserted by the 
spokesman for Mr. Mellon that every 
dollar of the principal of the debt 
with Italy was being collected. The 
opponents of the Italian settlement 
insisted Ahat the United States was 
getting but 25 per cent of the amount 
due, that by actual computation we 
were receiving a sum equal to one 
and a small fraction per. cent each 
year for 62 years, and that the princi- 
pal debt was in reality forgiven, 


Points to Contradictions. 


“Mr. Mellon's spokesmen jeered at 
these statements and never varied in 
their asseverations that the debt com- 
mission and Mr. Mellon were collect- 
ing from Italy every dollar of the 
principal of the debt we had loaned 
turing the war and subsequently. Mr. 
Mellon now says, in substance, we re- 
ceive nothing for loans during the war, 
and that present value of our settle- 
ments with various countries is less 
than the loans made to them after the 
armistice. In the case of Italy, he 
eays that after the war was over, the 
United States loaned Italy $800.000,- 
COO and that the present value of our 
debt settlement with Italy is $420,- 
600.000 


The interest to be paid the United 
States by Italy for a long time, be- 
cause of her ‘capacity to pay.’ is one- 
eighth of one per cent; but contémpo- 
raneausly without settlement, Italy 
borrow a hundred million dollars 
from Morgan and Company, who, 
strangely enough, insisted upon and 
gre to receive 7 per cent interest. 

“Mr. Mellon and his spokesman jus- 
tified the settlement with Italy to 
the American people upon the theory 
that it collects all the debt; and they 
prove its generosity to Europe by dem- 
onstrating it cancels most of the debt.” 

“I quite age with that,” said Sen- 
ator Borah on reading Johnson's 
statement. “If this controversy keeps 
up. we will get all the facts.“

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Corn Belt eds 
Plans Campaign 
To Get Relief 


Des Moines. Iowa, July 20.— 0) — 
The third fight to obtain for agri- 
culture economic equality with other 
groups in America was launched here 
today when the corn belt committee, 
American council of agriculture and 
the committee of 22, without a dis- 
senting voice laid plans for a cam- 
paign which will reach its climax 
before the next congress. 

The corn belt committee also re- 
ceived a report of its cost finding 
committee which fixed the actual cost 
of production of a bushel of corn in 
lowa, with an allowance for a fair 
profit, at $1.42. 1 

The cost was not mentioned in the 
resolutions, however, and was not 
set up as the mark to be attained 
in the continued effort to obtain con- 
gressional relief for agriculture, 

The cost finding committee's re- 
port also set forth that in Illinois 
the expense of producing corn, with 
a fair profit of five per cent in- 
cluded, is $1.48; in Nebraska, $1.40; 
Minnesota, $1.41, and in North Da- 
kota and Wisconsin, $1.42. / 

Other costs of production in Iowa, 
allowing the same fair margin of prof- 
it, were reported as: Oats, 79 cents; 
wheat. $2.49; hay, $21.44: hogs, 
$16.32; veal. $17.82; wool, 65 cents; 
lambs, $20.45; chickens, 28 cents: 
butter fat, 98 cents, and eggs, 61 
cents.

Shipments of Peaches 
Increased Last Week, 
Says U. S. Farm Bureau 


Effort Is Made by Geor- 

gia Peach Shippers To 
Prevent Overloading of 
Terminal Markets. 


Receipts of peaches in the large 
markets were much heavier than dur- 
ing the preceding week and total ship- 
ments were more than one-third great- 
er, according to the weekly market 
review of fruits and vegetables issued 
today by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, for the week end- 
ing July 17. 

Georiga movement fell off some 350 
cars in the lull before the Elberia 
season. An effort was being made by 
Georgia shippers to keep from over- 
loading the terminal markets. North- 
ern California made rapid headway 
with 795 cars. The weekly output of 
Texas increased to 350 cars. Car- 
mans were practically gone from the 
markets ; a few scattering sales ranged 
75 cents to $1 a crate and bushel bas- 
ket. Georgia Hileys and Belles were 
jobbmg along the same price level; 
most quotations held between the ex- 
tremes of $1 to $1.50. Elbertas made 
their appearance, some poorly colored 
at $1.25 to $1.75 in eastern mar- 
kets. Large sizes sold at $2.25-$2.75 
in the middle west. F.O.B. sales of 
Belles brought $1 at Macon, where 
there was a limited demand for white 
varieties; Elbertas were in good de- 
mand at $1.25 FOB Georgia points. 

The seasonable produce was in 
abundant supply with a price trend 
downward. Watermelons jumped to 
first place in carlot shipments dur- 
ing the week ended Jnly 17. Melons 
comprised more than a fourth of the 
total 28.000 cars of 28 fruits and 
vegetables. Potatoes totaled 5.000 
cars, peaches 4,800, cantaloupes 2.000 
and pears 1,200. This is the usual 
order in middle July. General move- 
ment is 4,500 cars heavier than a 
year ago. Prices of nearly all the 
important products closed lower, with 


watermelons and peaches especially 


weak. Cantaloupe markets were un- 
settled, celery markets fairly firm, and 
western lettuce in strong position.
